THE MOUND BUILDERS. 


The Very Peculiar Mauiier In Which They 


Burled Their Dead. 


Several centuries ago the 
great 


plains along the'rivers in the southern 
and central part of the United States 
were occupied by bands of people call- 
ed now the Mound Builders. Their 
chief occupation was hunting and fish- 
Ing, but what I wish to speak about 
is the way in which they buried their 
dead.' They buried them with all their 
weapons, for they thought that when 
they got to the Happy Hunting 
Grounds they would want them. They 
did not bury their dead the way we do. 
But would sit them all up on the 
ground with all their possessions and 
cover them up with earth, and when 
more would die they would put them 
right on top of the others and cover 
them up w.ith dirt, so in the course of 
years these mounds would grow until 
come of them would get to be more 
than a hundred feet high. Think of all 
the work it took to build these mounds, 
for all the dirt had to be brcnigbt In 
little baskets by the women and chil- 
dren. Don't you think that this was a 
curious way to bury their dead? About 
two miles from where we used to live 
there are two of tHese big mounds 
right on the banks of the river. We 
used to dig in them for arrow heads 
und pottery. In one of these mounds 
we found part of a tunnel, but this 
great race of people has passed away, 
leaving nothing but these huge mounds 
for us to remember them by. So our 
race will pass away, leaving nothing 
but the ruins of our vast buildings to 
mark where we have worked, lived and 
died. 


Men aud Women With Horns. 


Villereuve, a French authority, has 


been at some pains to collect many in- 
stances of men and women who have 
had horns. 


In the British Museum is the largest 


specimen of a human horn. It is elgnt 
inches in length and ornamented the 
head of a noble Englishman. 
In the 


seventeenth century a Mrs. Allen, of 
Leicestershire, England, had a pair of 
horns. Another Englishwoman of the 
same town, known as the beautiful 
Mary Davis, had a pair of horns, which 
were regarded as an addition to her 
charms. She had them cut off four 
times, but 
they grew again. 
One 


growth was presented to King Henry 
IV., of France. 


In 1887 M. Lamprey relates he found 


In the African territory of Ganim sev- 
eral imposing types of horned men and 
women. One of these was a majestic- 
looking negro with two horns, which 
In his case sprang one from each side 
of the nose. 
A Mexican named Rod- 


rlgues is described as having a horn 
ou the side of his head about seven 
inches long, with three branches. 


There are cases of similar horns be- 


ing found on dogs, horses and hares. 


Malpigh calls such excrescences "a 


nervous prolongation of the skin." 
Bieschi calls them the result of a mor- 
bid secretion. 
They are in substance 


analogous to the horny growth of the 
human finger nails and the claws of 
beasts.

Fill a 
tumbler quite full of water, and care- 
fully draw over Its top a sheet of clean 
letter paper, and be careful to- see that 
there are no bubbles of alr'in.-the wat- 
er; place your hand over the paper 
while inverting it/and when the glass 
Is mouth downward the water will be 
kept in, until the paper becomes wet 
through. The air pressing against the 
mouth of the tumbler, is of greater 
weight than the contained water, and 
so, until soine air can get in to sup- 
ply the place of the water, it cannot 
fall out.

men at the tail. Slowly the latter re- 
leased the rope and gradually the kite 
rose, proving bejond ;queition that a 
main could: ascen<3.in "•tlii&fashion. It 
was such a hazardous f and. uncertain, 
experiment that a higher flight was not 
attempted. In these few and simyle 
experiments it was .demonstrated. ,that 
tinder certain conditions a man might 
be able to govern his motions'in the 
air, after the fashion of a soaring bird, 
and the successful flying machine will 
be the one that, to.,a certain extent, 
imitates the movements of the soaring 
animals or a 'kite, where the force of 
'gravity seems to be represented by .the 
string.

MISS WILLARD'Si MEMORIAL 


Novel Plan to Puy the Debt oa tlie 


Chicago Woman's Temple. 


Chicago, July 0.—The Trustees 
of 


the Chicago Woman's Temple recent- 
ly put into operation, a novel plan of 
raising 
money for the 
Institution 


which is proving popular among the 
friends of tempoaiice and bids fair to 
bring' in a large amount of money. 
The new plan consists of a little book, 
containing one hundred coupons, each 
of which represents ten cents, making 
ten dollars for each book. The person 
first receiving one of the book's tears 
out coupon No. 1, writes his or her 
mime ou the f-iee of it, and then mails 
the coupon with a dime to the Temple 
Treji -surer, James II. Eckels. After 
registering his name in the hack, the 
book is mailed to a friend who fol- 
lows the example of the first contribu- 
tor, tearing out the uext coupon, and 
RO on until ihe entire one hundred are 
exhausted. Tlie idea works on the 
principle of the chain letter, but there 
are no letter* to write as the book ex- 
plains itself to every person receiving 
it. Bv this method a great many 
people are reached who contribute ii 
small amount and who would, per- 
haps, never think of giving to the en- 
terprise in any other manner. 
— 


These little books have been mailed 


to persons in all parts of the United 
States and hundreds of letters are 
daily arriving at the Temple, contain- 
ing amounts ranging tiohi ten cents to 
ten dollars. 


The Trustees of the Temple are en- 


deavoring to raise $oOO,000 to secure 
legal control of the building, when it 
will be made a memorial to the late 
Frances E. \Villard. Of this amount, 
$210,000 has been provided for, leav- 
ing only $00,000 yet to be'raised. Mar- 
shall Field of Chicago, has promised a 
donation of $100,000 to the Temple, 
provided the Temple trust bonds are 
retired by Jan. ], 1000. 


The Temple has had a hard struggle 


the past few years, but .its friends are 
now coming to its rescue, and it is 
hoped that within a few months it will 
be free from debt.

RICH WOODS PLENTIFUL 


Mahogany as Common In the Philip- 


pines as Ordinary Lumber Here. 
Cuba and the Philippines are des- 


tined to cut considerable figure in the 
lumber trade as soon as American 
methods of push and enterprise are 
adopted. Cuba possesses some of the 
best ffliihogoiiy and Spanish cedar in 
the world, and the Philippine Islands 
are covered with niuhogouy, ebony, 
camphor wood and other \aluable bard 
wood forests, 
«,. G. Hinkle, a practi- 


cal furniture maker, recently wrote to 
Charles H. Sligh, of Spokane, from 
Manila, as follows: 


'•There are half a dozen hard woods 


here that take a high polish. They arc 
somewhat lighter than mahogony in 
appearance. I know the name of only 
one, camphor wood. I think the others 
do not grow in other places. The na- 
tive names would not enlighten you in 
regard to them. Ebony is also abund- 
ant. It is of inahogony that I wish to 
speak. The meanest hovel as well as 
the plainest partition work is ot" uia- 
hogouy. 
Notwithstanding its abund- 


ance*, lumber is high here. The na- 
tives work almost for a song, but when 
it conies to whipsuwiug 1,000 feftt of 
boards, you can understand why many 
people cannot stand much of this sony. 


"There is one sawmill in the islands. 


The logs are out up in the mountains 
aud then hewed out square, then nosed 
&o that they will plow through reeils, 
grass, etc., down tbe Tassig Iliver. 
There are many yards full of them, 
and with American machinery and en- 
terprise this industry could be made 
of great proiit. A word as to the qual- 
ity of lumber . 
AVe are at present 


quartered iu an old place once the resi- 
dence of the Archbishop of the church. 
1 have been told by some of the oldest 
natives that it has been here fifty- 


filit years. 
In the main floor, up- 


stairs all the boards are two feet wide 
and over, none less. They are laid 
with screws and nave heads counter- 
sunk and covered. There is not a siii- 
le reason check or knot in the floor

and barracks for the military close by.

Governor, who. when au 
American j 


man-of-war came into port aud lired a 
lew warning shots, went on board to 
apologize for not returning the "salute" 
because he was out 
ot powder, and 


then he found himself a prisoner be- 
fore he knew there was any war. 


There is au abundance 
of shooting 


and fishing about Guam. Deer 
and 


wild fowl can be shot with ease near 
the town. Most of the fishing is done 
by the natives at night. They go out 
in their boats with grout torches. The 
light of the torches hires the fish to the 
not or spears of the fishermen. The na- 
tives have :i curious sort 
of 
water 


clock. It consists of a bucket of water 
and a cocounut shell. The shell is hol- 
low and is pierced by a 
small hole, 


through which the 
water gradually 


makes its way, filling the shell. The 
aperture through which 
the 
water 


passes is made of such a size that it 
takes just oue hour for the shell to fill 
and sink to the bottom of the bucket. 


The rouds about Guam are said to be 


excellent, and the rice fields through 
which they run aro remarkably fertile. 
Ivice and copra are the two chief pro- 
ducts of Guam. Rice, indeed, forms the 
chief articles of lood in tho island, and 
nil about tho town the "paddy fields" 
lie shining with a Thid green. The cul- 
tivation of rice can be extended over 
much more of the island than it is now, 
ind, by proper planting, two crops a 
year can be raised.

Philipine music is becoming popular.

Like 
the Hawaiian, it is distinctive aud 
characteristic of the national life of 
the people, though without dotibt an 
adaptation of the sweet nnd melan- 
choly music of the Spaniards. Flute, 
violin and harp are the favorite instru- 
ments, as in the Italian, but it is not 
like the animated music of Italy.

"The Approach 
of Autumn" is m plaintive and sad 
that you can » I most hear the rustle of 
the forest leaves, or the sighing of 
autumn zephyrs through the pine trees.

Tropical Supplies Which Porto 


Rica and Cuba Can Furnish. 


The Inhabitants Do Very Little Man- 


ufacturing Consequently Will Look 
to the United States Principally 
For Machinery, Flour and Cotton 
and Woolen Goods. 
There have been several 
books re- 


cently published u outing of the Inland 
of Puerto Rico, telling about its people, 
or descubing ite resouices, either from 
the casual observer in the 
invading 


army of the United States or from the 
libraries and the archives of statistics. 
Both those sources are wiluable when 
properlj handled, and when 
their re- 


sults arc properly presented separate- 
ly or In combination. Fredeiiek A. Ober 
already known as an author of some 
good books on travel and adventure, 
and also as being something of a nat- 
tmtlist, visited Puerto Uico for the first

pend abroad annually at least $!i50,000-

If one goes into a tobacconist's for a 


box of cigars, It is banded to him over 
the counter unwrapped. If be, by pan- 
tomime or the use of his "Spanish at 
a glance," succeeds in conveying the 
intelligence that he desires 
his 
pur- 


chase wrapped up, a search is institu- 
ted for a piece of newspaper, and if 
this be found, the box is enveloped in 
it and handed to him with a courtly 
bow, but without string. 


A few bakery wagons may be seen 


going from house to house, and 
Ice- 
farts and soda water carts, but beyond 
these, regular delivery vehicles are un- 
known. 


Nor is the early morning made melo- 


dious by the clatter of milk wagons. 
Genuine cows' inilk Is a scarce article 
here. The water buffalo supplies most 
of the milk used, a snow-white liq- 
uid containing little cream and having 
a flavor none too pleasant to the Amer- 
ican palate. 
There are a few Austra- 


lian cattle kept in the suburbs of Man- 
ila, apparently of Durham and Devon 
extraction, but their milk is liquid gold 
In comparison with the other. 


Instead of milk wagons, bare-legged 


rnlikmett trot about with 
long-necked 


juiK, or bambooed cylinders 
hanging 


from either end of a pole carried on 
the shoulder. 


All butter is imported in tins, and Is 


a luxury for the rich only. With a lux- 
uriant growth of grass the entire year 
this ought to be a paradise for cattle, 
and perhaps Americans will develop 
its possibilities In this respect. 
* 


The substitute for the butcher cart 
and the grocer's wagon is the basket 
of woven bamboo carried from 
the 
market on the head of a customer, al- 
most Invariably a woman, a term In- 
cluding ghls of 10 years and toothless 
croiles. 


Everything to eat to sold at the 


"Merciulo," of which <fiere are half a 
dozen in the city. But let not the 
reader think of a market where cribp 
vegetables, fresh meat or clean fish 
tempt the eye. Let him rather picture 
to his mind u large building, an open 
court, or a group of bamboo stalls, 
dirty, vile-smelling and unpleasant to 
the eye, where crowds of women, 
sprinkled with the male servants of 
white residents, make their dally pur- 
chases and haggle as long over a 10- 
oent bargain ns a white man would 
over a railroad contract. 


Whatever the shopper buys is laid in 


bulk in her shallow basket, and when 
she Is satisfied she walks calmly away 
with the basket on her head, its cpn- 
tents exposed to the gaze of the public 
and accumulating dust.—New York 
Evening Post.

be improved by dredging aod the build-

A Queer Undergiound Cavity 


Which Is Warmer Than the 


Outside Temperatute. 


ONLY HALF A MILE LONG. 


Formations of Stalactite and Stalag- 


mite Very the Same as In Other 


Caves—Captain Killed. 


The Cave Was Discovered By a Chi- 


nese la Searching For Some Stone 
FOr His House—It Is Now Owned By 
Some Kuterprisliig American and 
Has Its Full Share of Visitors. 
A correspondent writing from Ha- 


vana MIJS 
"We who are here in Cuba 


lor a short time feel that we wish to 
see nil that we can before returning 
to the States, and this all would 
bcarcely be complete without Including 
Moiitfeerrat and the cave at Bellainar, 
at Matauzas. a natural formation, 
which the Cubans consider one of the 
Mouders of tho island. To spend only 
one day there Involves the loss of con- 
siderable sleep, tor the ferry connect- 
ing with the train leaves Havana at 
0 o'clock in the morning, and the 
tram with which it connects leaves 
Kegia at C-20. It means pretty early 
rising if one lives in Ha\ana, but 
when one lives in the buburbs, as most 
of us army people do. It means rising 
at 2 01 half past 


On board we found a number of 


American officers on their way to Ma- 
tanzas. Indeed, one might have al- 
most thought one's self in the States, 
there were so many Americans on the 
train. As we neared Matanzas the 
country became mucd higher, and we 
had a near view of the mountains—the 
first land one sees on approaching Ha- 
vana from the United States. 
They 


are very high and stand out in bold re- 
liet from the surrounding country. 
We pushed a number of cemeteries, in 
each of which was a little chapel, and 
a corner of each cemetery was a bone- 
pit, or, as the Cubans call It, an osarlo. 
One T iilage of considerable size was 
composed entirely of shacks of one 
story each, and of probably not more 
than two room.s each. This village 
presented a very odd appearance. 


In Havana one can usually find » 


cab without any trouble, and we ex- 
pected that it would be the same in 
Matanzas, but it was not, and we had 
to walk several blocks before finding 
one. 
The driver agreed to take us to 


the cnve und back for the sum of $3, 
American money. For the first part of 
the distance the road was excellent, 
lending along the bay, 
a broad drive 


not unlike the famous Ocean Drive at 
Newport. Then It turns and goes up a 
hill, rather gradual In slope at first, 
but becoming steeper and steeper and 
very rocky. When the summit was 
reached a "beautiful view greeted us— 
across the harbor and out to the open 
sea bejond two points of land, which 
seem to almost torm a gate. 


The entrance to the cave is reached 


through a little house of one room, 
perched on the summit of a hill. On 
the door of the house is a placard tell- 
ing the rates of adrnissipn—for soldiers, 
r»0 cents; for officers and all other per- 
sons. $1, all of which is in American 
money. This placard is printed In both 
Spanish and English. In the register 
we found the names of many Ameri- 
cans from all sections of the States A 
small boy of elevn Wcis detailed to act 
as guide for us and several others who 
were waiting. 
We came to the con- 


clusion that If this child could pilot 
tis the cave could not be as extensive 
as had been said, and so we found it; 
instead of being several miles in length 
it was uot more than half a one. 


We entered the cave from the office 


bv means of several flights of wooden 
steps, guided by the boy, who carried 
two Ions candles of wax. which, he 
told us. had come from America. In- 
stead of finding cold air, as one does 
in Mammoth Cave, we found fhe tem- 
perature much higher within than 
without. 
The formations are very 


much the same as in other caves. 
Names which imaginative minds have 
suggested, clhig to various parts: there 
are the "Robe of Columbus," the 
"Twelve Apostles," the "Ballroom," 
the "Organ," and half a dozen other 
names equally as appropriate or other- 
wise. Our guide showed us the place 
where a Spanish Captain had met 
death, whether by accident or other- 
wise we could not make out; at all 
events, lie had gone over the cliff and 
his body had never been recovered.

Kmeralds in Russia. 


Emeralds, some of which are very 


fine, are found in the district of Ekat- 
erinburg, along the banks of the To- 
.kovii River, about fifty-two miles from 
the capital of the district. Mining for 
this precious stone began in 1841. and 
¥t the.beginning gave veiy good re- 
sults. 
The first emerald was found 


by a peasant named Maxim Kojevni- 
Icow, in 1&J9. while he was examining 
tho roots of a tree which had been up- 
rooted by a storm. It is pretty certain, 
however, that discoveries of the same 
kind had already been made in 1H69. 
It is even possible that finds had been 
made piior to then, as the Czar Boris 
Godounow presented" the Venetian en- 
graver. Francis Ascenti, with a snble 
tur and 100 ducats for having cut a 
large emerald for a ring. 
The finest 


emeralds were 
found 
when 
these 


stones were being mined for the ac- 
count of the Government. During this 
period, that is. up to 18(>2, o.GOO pounds 
\vere extracted. 
The Government af- 


terward fanned out the mines to pri- 
vate parties, who were not successful. 
The emeralds of superior quality have 
been found near the surface 
of the 


soil, while those found in deep ground 
were,of inferior quality.

Even this 
limit of weight Is exceeded by having 
neveral cargadorea work together.

have seen four of them trotting along 
tbe street with a piano swinging from 
ropes between them. Sideboards, huge 
marble-topped tables, iron sofas, cases 
of beer, bales of bernp, and an inflnite 
\ariety of things, 'are handled in tbe 
same way. Ten cents for a short dis- 
tance, equal to a nickel of our money, 
is all they ask for their services,. In 
this way several thousand men flo the 
work of a hundred delivery wagons.

The poisonous jack is known to sci- 


ence as Caraux fallax, its common 
name in Cuba being juvee. It is diffi- 
cult for the laymen to distinguish be- 
tween the poisonouss and non-poisonous 
jacks. Another Jack, Carpnx plumlera, 
commonly seen in the Havana market 
under tbe name of pblcaro, is readily 
eaten, but according to Dr.Hornemann 
the natives of the West Indies are 
afraid to eat it at certain seasons. At 
Guadalaupe, as an example, it is eaten 
at times without .ill effect, while at 
other times tbe flesh assumes a cop- 
pery hue, the bones tum red and It is 
exceedingly poisonous, so much so 
that l)r Hornemann states that it is 
used to poison rats.

subject, and special attention is given 
to emphasize the fact that some fishes 
are poisonous at certain times. The 
writer's belief is that locality has much 
to do with it 
During several years' 


residence at Garden Key, seventy 
miles from Cuba, an instance of any 
one's being poisoned by the local fishes 
was never beard of by him. The bar- 
racuda was at all times considered a 
fine table fish, but a fisherman from 
Cuba who fish down the the channel 
Islands, could hardly be induced to 
take large specimens of the fish, which 
he suid were poisonous around Cuba. 
One form, which attains a length of 
twelve or more feet, was considered 
especially poisonous. This flsb, which 
'was invariably found id "be a good 
table fish In Florida, was regarded 
with suspicion in Bahama. 
One of 


the signs of poison given is "black at 
the roots of the sharp teeth," but this 
sign has no meaning in Florida. The 
barracuda Is common in Rio, and, ac- 
cording to Mericourt, some of the men 
of n French frigate were badly pois- 
oned by eating it. 


The imirrles in Florida, snake-Hke 


eels of ferocious appearance and na- 
ture, are often said to be poisonous, 
but the writer experimented with 
them and found them palatable if one 
could forget the snake-like mouth, 
White, leopard-like markings and the 
certainly disagreeable features of the 
fifth. 
This was the fish that was so 


esteemed by the old Romans: yet it 
was impossible to Induce a fisherman 
on the outer reef to eat a murry, and 
some atllrmed that those around the 
Bahamas were deadly poison. 


Certain localities have become no- 


torious for their poisonous fish, as the 
Cape of Good Hope, where the crews 
of vessels are invariably warned not to 
eat the ilsb; and In cases observed here 
the symptoms were remarkably like 
those of cholera. The richly colored 
fishes have an evil reputation every- 
where, but tliis certainly does not ap- 
ply to the Florida species. According 
to' Hornemann, poisonous species are 
known at the Isle of France, in the 
Antilles, and In China and Japan. He 
mentions two species in the waters of 
the SeychcU'S. At Guadaloupe one of 
the gar fishes—belone cariboea—-is 
known as a poisonous fish; yet the 
writer preferred it to all the simall 
fishes and never heard the fish men- 
tioned in Florida as being poisonous. 
That It is so in other localities there 
can be no doubt, as Dr. Hornemann 
says that it is especially dangerous 
dnrinc the spawning season, and that 
the roe should be avoided. He quotes 
cases where people in San Domingo 
have died from eating the fish, and ad- 
vises sailors to avoid fishes of this 
kind. 
In Japanese waters several fish are 


sai<l to be poisonous, especially En- 
graulis japonica,. which is dangerous 
from Jujy to September, and in almost 
every foreign country fish will be 
found that fire avoided. On the Amer- 
ican coast true cases of poisonous fish 
^are undoubtedly ,very. ra/re, and, pnt-

He served throughout the entire Revol- 
utionary' straggle from Lexington to 
York town,
